The chapter I am going to tell

Some of the 
circulation

ployccs arc also out, it being the 
policy of the guild to not 
only 


• accept, but solicit as 
members, 


nearly all of the employes of oth- 
' er departments who arc not 
al- 


ready members of some union. 
The guild was organized several 


years ago in New York city, and 
was long considered as being very 
communistic and socialistic in its 


4 aims and policies. Within the last 
year or so, they have tamed down 
somewhat, but arc stll looked up- 
on with suspicion by a substantial 
element of the newspaper indus- 
try. This, particularly 
in 
the 


South, where it is generally con- 
sidered that the person or concrn 
which owns the business should be 
responsible for 
its 
satisfactory 


operation. 
The Arkansas Gazette represents 


an investment of many hundreds 
of. thousands of dollars and 
has 
grown to its present stature over 
a period of more than a hundred 
years, and naturally the manage 
inent believes it is esponsible to 
the owners for a reasons blye prof 
itable operation and 
satisfactory 


service to the public. 
We doubt if the strikers could 
'have picked a cause for striking 
which would 
gain 
them 
less 


sympathy in the South than their 
demand for the privilege of 
the 


employes to determine whether an 
•employ is comptent and 
other- 


wise qualified by training, char- 
acter, relationship with other em 
ploycs and the public, to b-j em- 
. ployed or remain in the employ, o. 
the newspaper. The employe has 
no investment in the business, is 
free to quit at any time he desires 
and in the case of this union,wo be- 
lieve is much more interested ii 
and feels much greater loyalty to 
the union than to the employer.

South which are owned by North- 
ern syndicats, such as Hearst and 
Scripps-Howard, and the

. services whose headquarters

' in New York, the guild has had 


little success in unionizing

and editorial employees
